ASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 
Wonne States government has 

been asked by the principal -na- 
‘ions of South America to co-operate 
with them in negotiations with the 
belligerent powers of Europe to bring 
about the exclusion of all belligerent 
warships from the waters of the two 
Americas and safeguard the trade of 
Pan-American countries with each 
other. 
Argentina, Chile, Peru and Uruguay 
have laid their suggestions before the 
Washington government, while the 
Brazilian government is considering 
the advisability of taking a similar 
step. Practically all the Central and 
South American countries have been 
circulgrized by some of the principal 
nations, resulting in a series of diplo- 
matic conferences in Washington and 
the capitale of South America, which | 
are now in progress. 
While the proposals are different 
in character and scope, they all seek 
the same end—the restoration of the 
trade between North and South Amer- 


rious between countries of 
this hemisphere and the European 
belligerents on questions of neutrality. 
Already Chile, Ecuador and Colom- 
bia heve had serious difficulties with 
the belligerents over the use of the 
wireless and the coaling of foreign 
warships, ose presence in the At- 
lantic and Pacific is growing obnox- 
lous to South American countries.

PLANS SUGGESTED. 
The various plans thus far formally 
communicated to the United States 


are: 

(1.) The establishment of neutral 
zones on the Atlantic and Pacific 
Coasts of North and South America 
within which the belligerents shall be 
asked to agree not to engage in hos- 
tilities, or interfere with commercial 
vessels. A meridian would be desig- 
nated as the limit in each case. 

(2.) The convocation of a general 
conference of diplomatic representa- 
tives and commercial delegates of all 
the countries of this hemisphere with 
powers to vote on steps which can be 
thken to protect and restore Pan- 
American trade. 

(3.) The appointment by the Pan- 
American Union of a commission to 
recommend steps that would remove 
dangers to Pan-American trade. 

(4.) Prohibition by all nations of 
the two Americas of the privilege hith- 
erto exercised by belligerents of coal- 
ing in neutral ports, or the issuance 
of only a sufficient quantity of coal to 
enable a belligerent vessel to reach the 
nearest port of another country. 

POWERS SOUNDED. 

Already some of the powers of Eu- 
rope have been sounded on these 
propositions and it is understood that 
Great Britain is ready to deny her 
warships entry into Central and South 
American porw to coal if the United 


States approves the proposal and 
other belligerents agree. 
While many diplomats who have 


carefully investigated the effects of 
the restriction of coaling provisions, 
believe that such a prohibition alone 
would not be effective in keeping bel- 
ligerent warships from American wa- 
ters, the fact that England with her 
den power looked with favor on meas- 
ures that would assist the South Amer- 
jean countries in preserving their 
neutrality and restoring their trade 
has been a source of much encourage- 
ment to the diplomatists here. 

The entire movement is as yet in 
a formative state, and depends very 
largely for its progress on the attitude 
of the United States toward it. Those 
in a position to know the preliminary 
opinions expressed by high officials of 
the American government in early 
stages of the negotiations learned thai 
the United States was particularly 
anxious to take no step which pos- 
sibly would impair its influence with 
any of the belligerents in the eventual 
settlement of the European war.

BRITISH TREACHERY BLAMED 
FOR THE LOSS THE BULWARK. 


ONDON, Nov. 26.—<According to 

the London Standard’s Parliamen- 

tary representative, a painful im- 
pression was produced in the lobby 
by the melancholy information given 
to the House by Mr. Church of the 
destruction of the battleship Bulwark. 
The theory which found most ac- 
ceptance was that the expiosion that 
destroyed the Bulwark was but an act 
of treachery. So far as information 
was available there was only one in- 
ternal explosion and this was of such 
a character as to produce the total 
loss of the ship within a few min- 
utes. 
The London Morning Post's naval 
correspondent says: “According to 
evidence at present available, the loss

torpedo. An internal explosion must 
mean an explosion of the ship’s mas- 
azine, that is, of her supply of cor- 
dite which is kept in a place below the 
water line designed for the purpose. 
The magazine may explode from two 
causes, by spontaneous combustion, 
due to the heating of the cordite, and 
by artificial detonation. It is some- 
times a case of spontaneous combus- 
tion. Two cases of this occurred a 
few years ago. A ship disaster hap- 
pened in both the British and Frenc 
navies.

BRITISH BATTLESHIP DESTROYED; 


HEERNESS (Bng., via London.) 
S ver. 26, 10:30 p.m.—The British 

battleship Bulwark was destroyed 
by a terrific explosion as she lay off 
here today. There are only twelve 
survivors from the crew of 700 or 
$00 men who were aboard. The ex- 
Plosion is believed to have occurred 
in her forward magazine. Whether it 
was caused by accident or design is a 
question to be determined by the com- 
mission which has been appointed to 
investigate. 

In the opinion of naval men, it was 
an internal explosion that put an end 
to the battleship, which for twelve 
years has done service at home and 
abroad, and lately had been doing her 
part in guarding England's shores. 
There was no great upheaval of wa- 
ter such as would have occurred if 
she had been torpedoed or struck by 
amine. Instead, the ship was en- 
veloped in smoke and flame, and when 
this had cleared nothing could be seen 
but wreckage floating on the water. 

The neighborhood was strewn with 
an enormous amount of wreckage, 
while pieces of ship were thrown six 
or seven miles on to the Essex shore. 

Considering the size of her navy, 
Great Britain has been singularly free 
from disaster of this character. Never- 
theless when the French warship 
Jena was destroyed by an internal ex- 
plosion in 1907, all cordite ammunl- 
tion was taken from all the British 
ships and carefully examined. Re- 
frigerators were installed in the ships 
to keep the powder cool. 

The Bulwark, which was one of the 
older battleships, cost 1,000,000 
($6,000,000.) 

An inqutry will be held tomorrow, 
and the Admiralty believes that it may 
throw some light upon the occur- 
rence.

Plosion the vessel was biotted out by 
smoke, and as the veil slowly lifted 
a handful of men .were seen strug- 
ling in the water. Small craft rushed 


to their aid and picked them up. Some 


of the crew were badly mutilated. 

A touch of the dramatic was added 
to the catastrophe by the fact that 
the band of the Bulwark was play- 
ing when the explosion came. 

The disaster occurred while the 
Bulwark was tying at anchor off the 
naval port of Sheerness near the 
mouth of the Thames, but the officers 
of the port scout the public impres- 
sion that the vessel was the victim of 
a German submarine.

GREAT SALT LAKE 
BECOMING FRESH. 
ICE FORMS IN NORTH END FOR 


THE FIRST TIME IN 
HISTORY. 


(BY A F. DAY WIRE.) 

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Nov. 26. 
—The Lucin cut-off of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, which separates the 
northern portion of Great Salt Lake 
from the main body, has produced so 
great a change in the character of the 
north end of the lake that ice floes 
exist there this year for the first time 
in h'story, although the weather has 
bees. unusually mild. The Bear River 
discharges into the portion north of 
the cut-off and the water has become 
steadily fresher ever since the cut-off 
was built.

INTENDED AS SIGNAL, 


Bryan Receives Word from Am- 
bassador Morgenthau that Porte 
Officials Merely Wanted to Inform 
Tender from the Tennessee She 
was Approaching a Mine Ficid. 
(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE} 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — The 


}iaunch from the American cruiser 


Tennessee, which attempted to enter 
the closed harbor of Smyrna, was sig- 
nalled that she was approaching a 
mine field before shots were fired as 
a warning to the little craft, accord- 
ing to the explanation of the Turkish 
Minister of War to American Ambas- 
sador Morgenthau. This was an- 
nounced by Secretary Bryan tonight. - 

Mr. Bryan said he had received 
from Mr. Morgenthau a note ad- 
dressed to the latter by the Turkish 
Mfhister of War, recording a previous 
conversation with reference to the 
Tennessee incident. 

“The note,” said Mr. Bryan, “con- 
tains the statement from government 
officials that the shots were fired after 
a signal had been given to prevent 
the launch from approaching mines, 
and that they were not fired in the 
direction of the launch.” 

Mr. Bryan said he could not tell 
from the message whether the Turk- 
ish Minister of War made the formal 
explanation in response to the rep-

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Weird weath- 
er was experienced in Chicago today, 
the maximum temperature being 64 
deg., with bright sunshine. This, for 
the end of November, is uncanny in 
this region. By all rules of the 
weather gage Chicago should be wad- 
ing in snow, at least that portion of 
the population that cannot afford to 
flit to California or the South for the 
winter months. Instead of customary 
seasonable snow and stinging weather, 
people today rode around in open cars, 
leaving overcoats and other wraps at 
home. 

Windows and doors of residences 
were open, as in summer, and porch 
parties were in evidénce everywhere. 

Due to the recent blustery advent 


considerable depth, and one peculiar- 
ity of today’s warm weather was that 
the frozen ground did not thaw at all. 
Paved streets were wet and slippery, 
as the warmth drew out the frosen

PECULIAR FUNFRAL PRESENTS. 


Small Cakes and Confectionery 

Passed to Members of the Audi- 
ene Attending Services for Dead. 

The oddities of a Japanese funeral 
are described in a communication to 
the National Geographic Society at 
Washington, D. C., by William W. 
Chapin, who has extensively explored 
the Far East. 

“First came four men, each carry- 
ing a flimsy artificial tree, about three 
feet long. representing the lotus 
plant in bloom,” he writes. “These 
were followed by eight coolles bear- 
ing on their shoulders two poles 
about eighteen feet long, from which 
hung the coffin. When the family of 
the deceased is unable to bear the ex- 
pense of a full-length coffin, a smaller 
square one is used, the remains be- 
ing placed in a sitting posture. These 
receptacies are sometimes too small 
to receive the remains without break- 
ing the limbs. 

“In the present case, owing to the 
affluent circumstances of the de- 
ceased, the coffin was of full length, 
{ts frail construction in the style of 
a toy Swiss cottage. The two sides 
were hung with bamboo curtains of 
so loose a weave as to show plainly 
the outline of the occupant, who 
proved to be a woman. The remains 
were followed by mourners and rik- 
ishas containing the mourners and 
friends. On reaching the auditorium 
of a near-by Buddhist temple, the 
poles from which the coffin hung ex- 
tended so far into the entrance that 
it was difficult to gain admittance. 
The altars in these temples occupy 80 
much of the room that little is left for 
on the floor. Spaces were assigned us 
on the floor at the right where we 
could sit. In front of each one stood 
a tray with cigarette and a small 
brazier containing a live coal to fur- 
nish light for the smoker. 

‘The mourners were kneeling on 
the floor at the left. Just back of 
the altar enclosure stood a low stand; 


behind this sat the high priest, a 


large gong at his right, and just back 
of him sat two other priests with a 
pair of cymbals. The service con- 
sisted of prayers, repeated first by 
one and then another. then all three 
in unison, with occasional readings 
from scrolls, all interspersed with 
strokes on the gong and clangs of the 
cymbals. During the service the be- 
reaved husband passed to the front 
of each group of friends, including 
our party. knelt facing each group, 
and bowed to the floor. This saluta- 
tion was returned by all in a similar 
manner, as an expression of regard 
and sympathy. 

“Toward the close of the service 
an attendant entered bearing an 
armful of paper boxes about the size 
of a pound candy box, filled with 
small cakes and confections neatly 
tied. Under the string of each box 
was a slip with heavy mourning bor- 
der and Japanese characters, which 
gur guide translated for us as fol- 
lows: “Many thanks for your honor- 
able attendance for the funeral of 
Sem, my deceased wife. today. Ex- 
euse for my expressing thanks here 
instead to call at your residence 
promptly. Yours respectfully, Ume- 
suke Saiki and relative, nine- 
teenth, day, fourth month, 424 
year, Mal. One of these boxes 
was laid on the floor in front 
of each person, to be carried away by 
him. During the early part of the 
cervice those who felt disposed 
smoked cigarettes provided in the 
trays and partook of the tea, which 
was also served.”

Knocks Out Wills in the 
Fourteenth Round. 


Was Badly Beaten, However, 
up to that Time. 


Langford Goes to the Floor 
Four Times.

Sam Langford keenly disappointed 
thousands of well-meaning people who 
gathered in the Vernon fight shed 
yet@crday in the expectation of see- 
ing him knocked stiff by Harry Wills 
a saddie-colored “hope” from New 


Orleans. 
As things turned out, it wasn't any 


burned brethren from the south in the 
fourteenth round. Very thoughtless of 
Tham. Consequently, it is necessary 


to postpone writing Langford’s obitu- 
ary to some future date. The Black 
Terror still is custodian of the roost. 
He has grown fat with age, but not 
feeble. 

The knockout came as the climax 
of the greatest heavyweight battle in 
the history of local fightdom, in which 
the great Langford was outfought for 
practically every minute of the going 
up to the instant that he whipped in 
the two punches that sent his huge 
antagonist spent and unconscious to 
the mat. 

BATTERED OLD SAM. 


Thirteen rounds Langford was buf- 
feted about the ring, driven from rope 
to rope like a pugilist derelict before 
the powerful, pistonlike blows of his 
giant opponent.

NEW UTILITY BOARD

RIVERSIDE, Nov 25.—The bid of 
the municipal lighting department, 
submitted by the Mayor, has secured 
the contract for the installation of an 
ornamental lighting system on Seventh 
street, extending from Mt. Rubidoux 
on the west of the right-of-way of the 
transcontinental railroad lines. 

The city’s bid was the sum of 
$4611.89. Other bids included that of 
the Woodill & Hulse Electric Com- 
pany of Los Angeles, $4800; and the 
City Electric Supply Company of this 
city, $4799.35. The specifications call 
for a three-light reinforced concrete 
post of the mission design, adopted for 
the city some years ago.
